vrexxa, March 8.—Russia does not stand 
lone in the great distress of her people. 
Hunger and want in Austrian cities may soon 
pring about a repetition of the scenes of riot 
and bloodshed witnessed last week in Berlin. 
a remarkable feature of the distress of 
the poor in Vienna is the alarming increase 
in atrocious crimes. Men seem to have be- 
come insane from hunger. Nearly all these 
preaches of the law are found upon investi- 
gation to be due tothe conditions now pre- 
valllng. Among the noted cases recently 
brought to the attention of the police was 
when the body of a man was found on 
the Weinberg strasse. His skull was 
smashed and the body stripped. There is no 
clew to the murderers. Another case was 
wheretwo COOKS murdered a preacher, the 
assault taking place on the Ring strasse. 
sssains cut their victim badly and 
him of all his valua- 
dies. The third case is where 
ea man made 4a desperate attempt 
to commit a double murder and then end his 
own life. He was Anton Wimman, a work- 
man out of employment, who shot and dan- 
gerously wounded his wife and sister-in-law, 
andthenturned the weapon upon himself 
blew out his brains.

addition to the many acts of 
violence which have taken place, there has 
been a host of burglaries committed. They 
are attributed to people who have been 
driven to desperation by want of food and 
take these means to obtain the 
necessaries of life. To such an extent 
has crime spread that the law-abid- 
ing citizens of the city have 
become greatly alarmed for the safety 
of their persons and property and are taking 
extraordinary precautions to protect them- 
eelves and their possessions. The police are 
doing all in their power to put a stop to the 
crimes, Dut there are so many engaged 
in these depredations that the officers 
are able to apprehend only a few of those 
guilty. Inreply to the urgent appeal of the 
municipal authorities to the public for aid, 
$1.00 has already been subscribed to the 
fundforthe free distribution of bread, The 
suffering of the poor persons has been alle- 
viated by these charities, but the amount of 
bread supplied is far from satisfactory, 

itis estimated that fully 25,000 of the mon 
who form the laboring class of Vienna are 
now out of employment.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


POSITION OF THE VATICAN TOWARD EUROPEAN 
GOVERNMENTS. 


RoME, March’ .—The vatican recently sent 
instructions to Paris for the formation ofa 
Republican Conservative party in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies to act as the mouthpiece of 
the vatican in order to fight radicalism. 
When this fact came to the knowledge of the 
representatives at the Vaticanof Austria, 
Germany, Spain and Portugal,they requested 
an explanation of the Pope’s abandonment 
of his monarchical policy. In reply they 
were tola that the instructions would only 
apply to France, and that the Vatican did 
not tntend to display hostility to the existing 
monarchies. 


EMIGRANT INSPECTION. 
HAMBURG, March 8.—The Hamburg- Amer- 
ican Packet Co., in conjunction with the 
Prussian authorities, has arranged that all 
Russian emigrants intending to proceed to 
the United States in the Hamburg- 
American .steamers shall be inspected by 
experienced doctors before entering Prussia. 
Any more of these Russians who are suspect 
ed ot being infected with typhus fever or 
other diseases will not be allowed 
to enter the country. All the emi- 
grants’ lodgings at Hamburg will be 
carefully supervised and a third examina- 
tion willbe made by two physicians under 
the direction of the United States Consul at 
Hamburg before the, emigrants are per- 

mitted to embark upon the steamer. 


LOUBET’S PROGRAMME. 

Paris, March 3.—The new Premier, M. 
Loubet, read in the Chamber of Deputies to-

Looking for a Negro Believed to Be the 
‘Man at Denison. 


DENISON, Tex., March 8.—Officers in Deni 
son are on the watch for the assailant of 
Mrs. C. L. Taylor in Sedalia last week. A 
negro answering the description of the man 
wanted attempted to pawn a pair of 
diamond earrings Tuesday at the 
pawnbroker shop of O’Malley & Co, 
The description of the stones, as given by 
O'Malley, tallies exactly with those taken 
from Mrs. Taylor, andthe description of the 
man suits the last description, as given by 
the Sherif of .Pettis County, Mo. 
The salesman at O’Malley’s is

confident that can recognize the 
negro as he ‘attracted particular 
attention from the fact he only wanted $18 on 
a pair of ear-rings worth probably $100. He 
claimed that the jewelry belonged to a 
woman named Rogers, and said she was an 
inmate of a low resort in this city. Inquiry 
develops the fact that no one 
of that name lives at the place 
named by the negro. Since stopping at the 
pawnbroker’s shop the negro has not been 
seen. A strong suspicion exists that he is 
stili in Denison, and, if so, the officers Will 
apprehend him. The police have an exact 
description of the alleged assailant and his 
arrest may be effected at any moment unless 


he has left the city.

SEDALIA, Mo., March 8.—Uniess there is 
something in the report at Denison, Tex.,the 
assailant of Mrs. Taylor is not any nearer 
capture than in the beginning of the hunt. 
Detective Kinter to whom the circumstances 
was wired of the negro offering diamond ear- 
rings for sale toa pawn broker in Denison, 
which corresponded with those taken from 
Mrs. Taylor, seems to put some faith in 
the clue. Chief of Police Prentice has not yet 
returned from a hunt of a strongly suspected 
party whom he expected to locate between 
this point and Hannibal. Whilethe investi- 
ga tion is as active as at the beginning, it is 
evident that the officials are puzzled.

MYSTERIOUS CONFERENCE OF CLEVE- 
LAND AND HILL MEN. 


The Ex-President Reported to Be Ready 
to Withdraw From the Race—Move- 
ment to Nominate Mr. Blaine—S8till 
Hunt for Votes—Harrison’s Friends 
Sanguine—Political News. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—William C. Whit- 
ney put in an appearance at the capitol early 
yesterday afternoon. He did not make him- 
self unduly conspicuous, put before he had 
been on the ground ten minutes he was in 
consultation with Senator Carlisle. A few 
minutes later Senator Hill was called into 
the conference. A note was then sent over 
to the House, andinanother fifteen minutes 
the three politicians were wending their way 
at the invitation of Speaker Crisp to the 
Speaker’s room,where Tom Murray had been 
directed to serve one of his most 
delectable lunches, Messrs. Whit- 
ney, Hul, Carlisle and Crisp 
remained in the Speaker’s room for an hour 
in strictly executive session. and at the close 
of the conference the ex-Secretary departed 
from the capitol as unobtrusively as he 
came. Democratic leaders were left to con- 
jecture the significance of the conference.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—There isa 
movement on foot looking to the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Blaine at Minneapolis de- 
spite the letter he has written. 
Some of the most prominent 


— — in the country are enlisted in it, 
and the correspondence on the subject shows 
that the desire of Mr. Blaine’s leadership ts 
still widespread inthe party. There is the 
highest authority for saying that ‘Mr. 
Blaine is well Aware of the existence of this 
feeling. Mis old supporters have visited 
him repeatedly since the publication of his 
letter. Last week one of the more influen- 
tial and experienced of the Republican 
Senators called on Mr. Blame and 
told him frankly that the party 
ought tonominate him at Minneapolis and 
thereby draft him into their service. Mr. 
Blaine made no reply but treated his visitor 
with cordiality and pressed him to come 
again. He declared during the conversation 
that his physical condition was much im- 
proved. 

There is an explanation given hereof the 
Secretary’s letter in defense of his family in 
the recent divorce proceedings which shows 
that even that may be put to political 
use. The Blaine men say that 
the story had obtained 
wide circulation; that the real objection of 
the Blaine family to Mrs. Nevins was that 
she was a Catholic. This story. the Blaine 
men claim, has been disproved by Mr. 
Blaine’s statement ofthe case, which shows 
that his regret was founded onthe extreme 

outhfulage of his son. The accusation his 
riends say, was one towhich Mr. Blaine was 
particularly sensitive.

Striking Canadian Molders Causing

HAMILTON, Ontario, March 3.—The molders’ 
strike is proving a fruitful source of trouble. 
Last night about one hundred men, only a 
few of whom were molders, gathered outside 
of D. Moore & Co. 's foundry as the non- 
union molders were leaving, and made a 
demonstration calculated to intimidate men, 
but no actual violence was used. The non- 
union employes were escorted to their homes 
by the members of the firm and the heads of 
departments. Letters were received here to- 
day stating that union molders were wanted 
in Detroit. Cop Bros. received a very 
tempting offer to-day to remove its works 
there in consideration of a free site and a 
large Cash bonus. 

THE INDIANAPOLIS STRIKE.

A Complete Job With No Cléw Behind It 
—An Ex-Policeman Settles His Do- 
mestic Troubles by Cutting His Wife’s 
Throat — Lynchers on Trial — Wanted 
for Murder—Criminal News. 


CoLD WATER, Mich,, March 8.—The Cold 
Water Nationa] Bank was robbed last night. 
The estimated loss is $20,000. The robbers 
drilled the outer door of the vault and with a 
punch broke the lock off. The middle door 
was secured with a padlock. This was prob- 
ably broken with a sledge. The inside vault 
contained one burglar proof combination lock 
safe and also a steel safe with a time lock. 
These were drilled and charged with 
dynamite. The doors of both safes were 
blown completely. off, wrecking both safes 
and leaving nothing but a shell ot nch. The 
concussion shattered the wooden shelves in- 
side the vault and scattered the contents of 
the safes and the shelving about the floor. 
There was no one sleeping in the bank and 
no one heard the explosion. The discovery 
of the robbery was not made until the bank 
was opened this morning. . 

The job was the boldest and most . complete 
piece of work of the kind ever performed in 
Southwestern Michigan and was undoubtedly 
the work of experts. They took every bit of 
cash, including dills, silver and pennies, 
they could find. Therobbery has caused a 
great sensation herg, and the bank was 
visited by hundreds of citizens this morning. 


The vaults and safe were complete 
wrecked. There is no clue tothe robbers.

The Illinois Congressman Lying at 
| Death’s Door. 


ALL HOPE OF RECOVERY ABANDONED BY 
HIS FRIENDS. 


; 


The Consulting Physicians Say the End Is 
at Hand—Erysipelas Has Seized the 
Brain—His Family Prepared for the 
Worst—Life of the Distinguished Con- 
gressman, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8.—At 1:33 
the report has been received by the 
Speaker that Representative Springer is dy- 
ing; there are five physicians at his bedside 
and his death ts looked for at any moment. 

The condition of Representative 
Springer has grown worse within the past 
twenty-four hours. The refreshing 
sleep which Mr. Springer had 
Tuesday night brought such renewed 
invigoration that his family became hopeful 
that the crisis in the disease had been 
passed, but although he slept for two hours 
last night his condition this morning was 
much worse. The disease from 
which Mr. Springer has deen suf- 
fering (erysipelas) has hereto- 
fore been confined to his face, but it now 
threatens to attack the brain, and this turn, 
according to his physicians, generally has a 
fatal termination. Besides this the patient’s 
condition isaggravated by a hacking cough of 
such persistence as to cause insomnia, and 
added to this is the effect of worry produced 
by his absence trom the House. Mr. 
Springer is suffering extreme pain but re- 
mains conscious. 

A reporter saw Mrs. Springer this after- 
noon. She seemed very hopefuland said she 
relied much on Mr. Springer’s sunny dispo- 
sition to bring him through. 

A prominent member of the Illinois delega. 
tion who came from Mr. Springer’s residence 
at 2:35 p. m. says that Mr. Springer’s case is 
hopeless, as the erysipelas has reached the 
brain, The patient himself has given up 
hope. 

His family and most intimate friends are 
Nevidently prepared for the worst, as there is 
a fear that the erysipelas, heretofore con- 
fined tathe face, gone tothe brain. The 
physicians concede that this being the case 
the result is fatal. 

Springer is conscious, and although suffer- 
ing the most intense pain day and night, 16 
fully apprised of the gravity of his condition. 

At the request of the patient, Dr. John A. 

Vincent of Springfield, In., the family 
physician of the Springers, in whom’ 
Mr, Springer has every confidence, 
has been telegraphed for with the 
cohsent of Drs. Custis and Verdi, and the 
family have great hope that his presence at 
the bedside of the patient will do much to 
improve his condition. a 

At 3:30 p. m. there was no change in@tr. 
Springer’s condition. 


Hon, William M. Springer was born in Sul- 
livan County, Ind., May 80, 1886. He removed 
to Iilinois with his parents in 1848 at the age 
of 12 years, and graduated at the Indiana 
State University in 1858, and after a course 
at law, he was admitted tothe bar in 1859. 
The young advocate was chosen Secretary of 
the State Constitutional Convention of III 
nolsin 1863. He was a member of the State 
Legisiature of Illinois in 1871-72, and was 
elected to the  forty-fourth Congress 
as a Democrat. Hereceived 10,628 votes 
against 9,027 votes for hisopponent, Andrew 
Simpson, an independent Republican. Mr. 
Springer was re-elected to the Forty-fifth 
Congress, and he has satin the Lower House 
Of the Nation’s Legislature ever since. 

His personal address is extremely pleasing 
and he counts his friends in the House by the 
handred, 

Asa parliamentarian Mr. Springer has not 
only shown real ability but most surprising 
ingenuity. He was the bete noire of Speaker 
Reed during the troublous times that fol- 
lowed upon the Speaker’s autocratic rulings 
in the last House. The Illinois member raised 
the most unheard of points or order and made 
the most astonishing parliamentary inquir- 
ies, all with a suave, deferential manner 
that often puzzled the Speaker to know 
whether Mr. Springer was in earnest 
or only ‘‘guying.’’ Owing to his 
long service in the House the 
iinoisian’s mind is well stored with 
precedents for all occasions, and the knotty 
problems that he frequently offered the Chair 
for solution were generally based upon a gen- 
uine transaction recorded in an old copy of 
the Congressional Globe which Mr. Springer 
had stored away in his desk. 

It is said of Mr. Springer that he has 
never lost an opportunity todo a member a 
favor. This compliment is not to be con- 
strued as meaning that he has gone in for all 
the logrolling schemes that have been pre- 
sented to the House. In the main his assis- 
tance to his colleagues has been of a friendly, 
personal nature and has made his popularity 
very substantial. 0 

Mr. Springer has been returned to Congress 
nine times from what is known as the San- 


ence in favor of Mr. Crisp, thus insuring his 
election over Mills of Texas. 

Atthe organization of the present House 
he was made chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, and by reason of this po- 
sition was regarded as the lwader of his party 
in this branch of Congrags.

AMONG THE MANDISTS. 


Father Ohrwalder’s Description of the Sit- 
uation in the Soudan. 

Lorpown, March 3.—Father Onrwalder, the 
Austrian missionary who for eight years was 
acaptive among the Mahdists at Khartoum 
and Omdurman, has furnished the Royal 
Geographical Society with a graphic descrip- 
tion of his captivity and the sufferings of 
those Europeans who are still in the hands of 
the Dervishes. Father Ohrwalder has 
thrown much light on what Ras been hereto-

New Yor«, March 3.—The determination of 
the Cuban exiles now in the United States to 
strike another blow for the liberty of their 
country meets with favor from the Porto 
Ricans of New York. They will aid the 
movement, and in so dotng hope to rid their 
own little island of the hated Spanish yoke. 
They have organized a revolutionary club 
called ‘‘Olub Buriquena.’’ Senor Sotero 
Figueroa is President; Valez Abrarado, Vice- 


’restaent; Dr. Beraga, Treasurer, and F. J. 
Marin, Secretary. 

Don Jose Marti, a Cuban by birth, who has 
held several diplomatic positions, says: 
Cuba and Porto Rico have always been 
striving for the same result, but by different 
methods, While in Cuba the struggle for in- 
dependence lasted ten years, the outbreak 
which took place in Porto Rico, at Lares. was 
immediately suppressed, owing to the help- 
lessness of the rebels. 

After the war in Cuba the Cubans began 
new and more methodical means for the final 
triumph of the revolution. They saw the 
mistakes of their previons attempts and de- 
cided not to fightagatin untilall the factions 
of the island were harmoniously united with 
a view to found a repubiic or other lines than 
amilitary despotism ora government that 
would racked by internal dissension. 

*“*Annexation to the United States asa po- 
litical solution of the difficulty has never 
been seriously contemplated by the majority 
of thie people on the island. While friendship 
for the United Statesis universal, it is not 
thought advantageous either for the United 
States or Cuba toenter into a political com. 
pact. The Cubans are anxious to develop in 
their own way their own republic. 

All efforts to secure concesstons from the 
Spanish Government, relief from excessive 
taxation and the like have proved failures.

LONDON’S COAL SUPPLY. 


How the Proposed Shut Down Will Affect 
‘Consumers. 

Loxrpow, March 3.—As the time approaches 
for the inauguration of the so-called strike of 
the coal miners who on March 
12 will quit work for two 
weeks with the object of compelling 
such an advance in the price of coal as will 
prevent the mine owners from reducing 
wages, the effects of the move- 
ment can be more readily gauged. 


It would be an impossible task 
to approximately estimate the number of 
persons who will be thrown out of work by 
the closing of mils, tron works, factories, 
but it is certain that over 1,000,000 employes 
will und themselves idle. With their fam- 
ilies, itis believed that close on to 5,000,000 
persons will directly or indirectly feel the at- 
tempts of the miners to prevent 
any reduction in their wages- 
of the miners themselves, 460 ,000 
men wil take part inthestrike. The out- 
come is watched with more than the usual 
interest that pertains to labor movements, for 
the attempt is on such a gigantic scale that 
every body who uses coal will either be com- 

elled to pay tribute in the increased prices 
or fuel, or in the case of manufacturers 
close down their works and lose the profits of 
their basiness.

No one knows wherethe advancing 
pecans will stop, and consequently everybody 
Ss anxious to lay in enough coal now to carry 
them over the two weeks’ strike, The 
dealers who sell to consumers are flooded 
with orders, and all the coal wharves and 
depot are besieged with small dealers. The 
merchants deciare that if the present de- 
mand is continued the stocks will last for 
only two days.

MIRACULOUS CURES. 


Thousands of Unfortunates Flock to See 
Father Thomas Adams of Brooklyn. 


NEW YorK, March 8.—Rev. Thomas Adams 
continues the work of healing the sick at his 
house at Brooklyn. The house is beseiged 
nearly all the time. He will see no one before 
8 o’clock in the morning, bug from that hour 
until far into the night he is kept 
pretty busy. Sunday is the busiest 
day, but on all days he has 


all he can do. Last Sanday the young woman 
who attends the calls at the door estimated 
that over a thousand people had come to get 
relieffrom their ailments. The fame of the 
priest’s alleged miraculous cures threatens 
to overburden him with patients. 

In the rear of the parlors is a small private 
office where the father keeps the precious 
relics—the piece of the true cross, the bones 
of the saints and other mementoes—and per- 
forms hiscures. A heavy curtain separates 
this room froth the parlors. About every 
twenty minutes Father Adams pulls back the 
curtain and admits about twenty of the suf 
ferers. The others crowd around the curtain 
and walt for their turn. 

Within the curtain the healing ceremonies 
are very simple. The priest offers prayer, 
converses with the patients, exhibits and ap- 
the relics and blesses the patients. They 
then knee! and offer their own devotions as 
Father Adams directs, he prays again with 
them and dismisses them. They go out by a 
side door and the next twenty are admitted. 
Hie asks none of them for money for his ser- 
vices, but there is a box on the table in which 
they may leave contributions if they see fit. 
Many of the patients do not pay anything be- 
cause they are too „ Dut all are treated 
exactly alike, If all pala at the usual rates 
for medical services Father Adams would 
soon get rich. 4 

Men and womenof alla and all condl- 
tionsof lifeand innumerable children were 
inthe company that visitedbim yesterday. 
While they were waiting for a chance t@get 
into the priest’s presence they talked in 
whispers about the wonderfu! cures that he 
is said to have effected. One was a Williams- 
burg boy who had been fifteen years a cripple 
from rheumatism, After one of the relics 
had been appliedto his forehead, and the 
father had prayed for him, he was taken 
home and the néxt day he was perfectly well. 
His crutches were thrown away, for he could 
walk as well as anybody.

She was cured, so the people said, at the first 
application of the relics.

A BLOW AT STANDARD OIL. 


The Recent Decision Will Embarrass the

NEW Tonk, March 3.—The decision by the 
Ohio Supreme Court in the case of the Stand- 
ard Ol Co. is the first serious blow the big 
corporation has felt for some time.

_DISFRANCHISED MISSOURIANS. 


In 1888, at the election for President of 
the United States, there were cast in this 
State 523,189 votes. Of this number a 
slight fraction over 50 per cent, or 261,974, 
was cast for the Democratic candidate. 
For the Republican candidate there were 
cast 236,257 votes—something over 45 per 
cent of the total vote. All other presi- 
dential candidates received 24,967 votes— 
less than one-half of 1 per cent of the total 
vote. 

The theory upon which our Federal 
Government way established is that it is a 
representative government; that the whole 
of the people—that is, the legal voters— 
shall have a voice in the making of the 
laws which shall govern them. Asa ques; 
tion of fact is this true? 

Under the iast enumeration of the people 
of this State, Missouri is entitled to fifteen 
members of the Lower House of Congress. 
According to the last general enunciation 
of the political sentiment or principles of 
the people of the State, in order to carry 
out the theory upon which the Federal 
Government was established, the Demo- 
crats should have eight and the Repub- 
licans seven members of the House of 
Representatives. Under such a division of 
the representatives each party would have 
a voice in the making of the laws accord- 
ing to its numerical strength, and this, it 
seems to us, is the way it should be. 

But what do we see? The General As- 
sembly of the State is engaged in making 
representative districts so as to insure the 
election of fourteen Democrats out of the 
fifteen members, In fact many Democrats 
demand that the districts shall be soar- 
ranged that not even one Republican can be 
elected. 

Of course such action is a complete deni- 
al of the right of the minority to a voice in 


the law making power of the Government, 


and is simply an outrage, whether perpe- 


trated by Democrats or Republicans. Sim- 
ilar outrages have been and will continue to 
be perpetrated by all parties, in various 
States of the Union, until the honest peo- 
ple everywhere rise up and put out and 
down the political scoundrelism that con- 
trols the various parties. It is simply a 
question of time when the Hills, the 
Quays, the Gormans, the Filleys, and their 
gangs will be put out of sight and hear- 
ing. 

The fact that fully asmany Democrats 
are deprived of Federal representation in 
Ohio or some other Republican State does 
not make it right for us to deprive 236,257 
Missouri voters of Federal representation. 
The Democratic theory is thata party in 
power in any State of this Union betrays 
the most sacred trustif it does not use its 
power to guarantee equality of civil and 
political rights to all citizens of the State. 
If thiscan notbe donefully under our 
defective system of apportionment, we 
should at least do it as fully as those de- 
fects will permit, instead of taking ad- 
vantage of them to wrong our own fellow- 
citizens, our own flesh and blood. 
es The fact that even Democrats in power 
are prone to abuse it thus is a proof that 
we need a change in both Federal and 
State laws to insure a proper representa- 
tion of all parties according to their nu- 
merical strength in the making of laws. 
Only thus can the collective wisdom’? of 
65,000,000 of people operate fully and fairly 
upon our legislative and administrative 
machinery. 


Mr. HARRISON’s officeholders in the 
South are kicking against his decree that 
they should not go as delegates to the 
Minneapolis convention. They reason, 
logically enough, that they, too, are busi- 
ness menandareas ready to ‘‘do busi- 
ness as any of the tradesmen whom the 
President desires as his representatives. 
They can certainly point to their trans- 
actions with the Michigan lumberman in 
1888 as prool of their business sagacity. The 
dominant wing of the colored race in the 
South has developed remarkable shrewd- 
ness in this respect and Mr. HARRISON’s 
attempt to discredit them in favor of a lot 
of shopkeeping white men is very properly 
resented.

If there is any truth inthe reportthat the 
Chief Justice of the Sapreme Court of the 
United. States contemplates resigning his 
exalted office to accept better paid employ- 
ment in private life the circumstance 1s to 
be deeply regretted but not to be wondered 
at. 

The judicial salaries of the United States 
Courts ave standing monuments of the timid- 
ity and hypocrisy of our legislators. Every 
one knows that the galaries are inadequate, 
that they are far less than the value of the 
services we exact in return, and far less than 
the earnings in practice of any lawyer fit to 
be made Judge. Yet they remain as they are 
simply because Congress has not the courage 
to do What is right. 

The country has not yet had the spectacle 
ofa Chief Justice retiring from the preme 
bench in order to enter the servics of a great 
corporation, and itis tobe noped that we 
may not see it. But sucn a spectacle woul 
be no deeper reproach than the spectacle of 
a Chief Justice's widow struggling with pov- 
erty in her oldage. It would be less painful 
than the spectacle of a Chief Justice har- 
assed by personal debts incurred in the at- 
tempt to reconcile the expenses of his of- 
ficia] position with the insufficiency of his of- 
ficial salary.

Good is sometimes accomplished by ‘*kick- 
ing,’’ especially if the press lends its aid in 
the cause that is just. Maj. Turner, former 
Street Commissioner, may remember an 
instance of this which resulted inthe widen- 
ing of Easton avenue from sixty to eighty

Iread with much interest in yesterday’s 
issue Mr. Cahill’s comment on my letter in 
Monday’s Post- DISPATCH and was glad to ob- 
serve a general indorsement of the argu- 
ments used by me in favor of St. Louls 
as a manufacturing center, although 
Mr. Cahill’s loyalty to the Lucas 
ship enterprise makes him over- 
look one highly important fact, which ts, 


that. much as it values and appreciates the 
trade of Mexico, st. Louis does not depend 
upon it solely, because it is the natural 
metropolis of the entire Missizsippi Valley, 
including the whole country between the 
Alleghany and Rocky Mountains, which ter- 
ritory should naturally look to St. Louis for 
its supply of manufactured goods. 

So far as Mexico is concerned St. Louis may 
have to regard New Yorkas a competitor, 
but from a manufacturer’s standpoint our 
city is withoutarival so far as the West. 
South, Southwest and Northwest are con 
cerned, which fact emphasizes clearly the 
position that I took that St. Louls 
is excelled by. no point in the 
United States as a manufacturing 
center and that its natural advantages are so 
great that there are — few points in the 
United States which could even venture to 
compete with it, if the citizens of St. Louis 
were fully alive to all the advantages which 
it possesses.

BILL PASSED CALLING FOR PROPOSALS 
FOR THE SITE. 


The Assembly Will Consider Only Those 
Propositions That Are Bonded for Ful- 
fillment—To-Day’s Proceedings What 
the Democratic Leaders Contemplate— 
The Judicial Districts—Capitol Notes. 


JEFFERSON Otrr, Mo., March 3.—By a vote 
of 97 to 31, the House this morning passed the 
Fogle resolution calling for proposals for the 
University. The cities and towns seeking 
the University must submit a bond as a 
guarantee that they willfully execute their 
proposals, The vote was taken after 
along debate participated in oy Fogle of 
Schuyler, McIntyre of Cole, Farris of Ray, 
and Coates of Platte. This is a pronounced 
indication that the House wants to consider 
the matter of relocating the university and 
the representatives of the towns seeking it 
are more active than ever. 

Before the House took the noon recess 
Henry A. Newman of the ex-Confederate 
Home Association was givea the privilege of 
the Speaker’s rostrum to thank the Assem- 
bly for the donations made to 
the Home by the Senators and 
Representatives during the regular session. 
The association has started out to endow the 
Home by raising $10 In each school district at 
the April school elections. The officers ask 
the Assembly to give the movement their in- 
dorsement. 

The St. Louis County delegation seeking 
the location ofthe University at Allenton re- 
ceived a telegram this afternoon from tbe 
Mercantile Club, st. Louis, encourag- 
ing them in thelr efforts to get the 


institution providing it is deemed advisable 


by the Legislature to relocate it. The tele- 

gram is signed by/. B. Case, D. K. Ferguson 

and others. The county delegation say that 

St. Louis City is with them in the movement. 
NOTHING DONE. 

Some of the Democratic leaders in the two 
branches who have been of the opinion all 
along that an extra session of the Assembly 
would do the party more harm than g 0 
are now beginning to declare that they proph- 
esied correctly. As matters stand now the 
Legislature has accomplished practically 
nothing with the five subjects of special 
legislation named in the Governor’s proc- 
lamation outside ofthe Jefferson Barracks 
cession and the Képresentative op- 
portionment act. There was no occasion to 
dispute over the measure on these two sub- 
jects and they will soon be ready for the Gov- 
ernor’s signature. The situation is entirely 
different with the Congressionaland judicial 
redistricting andthe State University mat- 
ter. Nothing has been done with the Uni- 


‘| versity matter beyond a mass of discussion, 


which bids fair to continue for sometime. A 
bill was introduced in the Senate by Senator 
Clay yesterday making the appropriation 
to rebuild the wniversity, but tne 
House stands pledged by itsjresolution adopt- 
ed a week ago not to vote a penny until the 
power of the Assembly to relocate the insti- 
tution is finally decided. 

The Congressional redistricting threatens 
also to create a snarl and help prolong the 
session owing to the confileting interests pre- 
sented from the various parts of the State. 
All of the fourteen Democratic Congressmen 
now representing Missouri have their friends 
in the Assembly, who will fight any redis- 
tricting scheme inimical to the inter- 
ests of this or that member. As has 
been stated, the friends of ‘*Silver 
Bill’’ Bland areupin arms against the bill 
to gerrymander his county into Heard's 
district. This is the State Central Cm 
mittee’s plan, but it does not 
seem to have much chance with the House in 
its present mood. The Senate has done 
nothing as yet onthis subject, not even on 
bill having been introduced. The Sena 
committee is ready, however, and is waiting 
patiently for the House to lay aside the State 
University discussion and take up something 
else. Several conferences have been held be- 
tween the House and Senate Committees on 
Congressional Districts, but no results have 
been obtained. To-night there will be a 
caucus of all the Democratic members of the 
two branches, when it is expected some 
conclusion will be reached; at least, this is 
the hope of a number of the members who 
have became alarmed at the prospect ofa 
protracted session. They fear that mistakes 
will be made that the Republicans will most 
readily take advantage of in the coming 
campaign. There is a wide difference of opin- 
ion as to how the districts should be made. 
There are those who want fifteen districts, 
others want South St. Louis made part of a 
district with a big Republican majority, 
while others for the sake ofcaution favor 
the idea of making two or three big Repub- 
lican districts, leaving the others solidly 
Democratic. Though there are seventeen 
members on the House Committee, 
not one in the number hails from 
the Eighth Congressional District. St. Louis 
was given two members in Representatives 
Church and Ryan, both of whom live in the 
Ninth District. he members from the 
Eighth do not like the arrangement a bit but 
are powerless to remedy matters. Represen- 
tative Ryan says he will see that no changes 
are made in the Eighth outside of straight- 
ening out the imaginary lines and dropping 
St. Ferdinand Township. The Ninthis not 
to be changed at all. 

A suggestion has been offered that Ran- 
dolph County be taken out of the present 
Second District, represented by Congress- 
man C. H. Mansur. This, Mansur’s friends 
think, wouldinsure his renomination and 
give N. S. Hall a chance to run in some other 
district. The ex-President of the Farmers’ 
Alliance has been campaigning in Mansur’s 
territory forthe past few months, and says 
he will make a speech in every school-house 
district. He wants to goto Congress badly, 
and he likewise desires to retire Mansur from 
that Congressional district; Hall lives in 
Randolph, and if Mansur’s friends can ar- 
range matters they will take it from the 
present district.

Remarkable Demand in St. Louis for In- 
vestment Securities. 

Among brokers on Third street the general 
topic of conversation ts the readiness with 
which all good securities aretaken, Specu- 
lation has often been more active, but not 
for many years has there been such a' de- 
mand for bonds and high class stock. Lead- 
ing brokers state that they have only to 
offer good securities forsale to have them 
taken at once, and thereis more demand 
than supply. One elfectof this is the can- 
celling of loans made by the banks. Firms 
that buy stock and usually borrow rt 
of the money to pay for 
are now carrying a very light 
line of discounts, owing to the sharp demand 
that exists from private investors, a noticea- 
ble feature of this demand is the fact that 
comparatively little money is borrowed to 
meet payments, purchasers oe 
their checks instead of borrowing. ° Th 
existence of this investment demand is 
regarded as the best proof that can be given 
of the abundance of money inand the pros- 
perity ofthe community. In spite of the fact 
that loans that are usually made for several 
months by the banks are required now but 
fora short time or not at all; there isan 
abundant demand for bank funds and plenty

WAS HE TILTON’S SON? 


The Man Killed by an Electric Motor Car 
in Denver. 


DENVER, Colo., March3,—The man Killed 
by a motorcaronthe Thirteenth street elec- 
tric line last Monday night is now supposed 
to have been W. N. Tilton, son of Theodore 
Tliton, made famous by the Beecher-Tilton 
scandal. A telegram toa Denver newspaper 
representative in New York, who was in- 


structed to search forthe relatives of Mr. 
Tilton in that city, Drought back the reply 
that the last heard of Will N. Tilton was to 
the effect that he was still in Denver. 

Four years ago the daughter and son of 
Theodore Ttlton lived here. Miss Tilton re- 
sided at 1320 Glenarm street and was em- 
ployed asacashier by the Gettysburg Pano- 
rama Co., and was oe seen at the Gettys- 
burg bullding while the panorama was in 
progress. Upon its close she removed else- 
where, and the neighDors in the vicinity of 
her home, at Thirteenth and Glenarm streets, 
have lost all knowledge of her abode, 

Mrs. Collins, who lives at 1322 Glenarm 
street, stated that she knew of a Mr. Tilton 
who visited his sister, and that he was in the 
employ of a railroad company. She believed 
that his name was WII I.. Her general de- 
scription of the young man corresponded 
with the appearance of the dead man at the 
morgue. 

The dead man is about 35 years ald, with 
black hair turned slightly gray. He has a 
dark moustache and small goatee. His hands 
are white and soft and do not show evidence 
of hard labor. 

He wore a dark, check cutaway coat, soft, 
black hat, dark striped trousers, brown, sort 
shirtand brown Melton overcoat. He wore 
also a pair of bright red suspenders. In one 
pocket was a plain white handkerchief. In 
one corner after the blood had been washed 
away, a name was found dimly printed, 
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hander on the jaw and ran away to avoid 
punishment.

FIGHTING FOR HIS RELEASE. 

When Judge Fisher called the case this 
morning the court-room was crowded with 
spectators, who had come to hear the evi 
dence in a salacious suit waitingatrial. The 
Judge gave the Holloway matter precedence, 
believing it could be got out of the way ina 
few minutes. Attorney Krum opened the 
case. Orrick C. Bishop, representing 
the Circuit Attorney for Sherif Young 
and the police department of the 
olty, sat at the lawyers’ table 
with Detective Desmond. Attorney Krum 
began his argument by moving for the dis- 
charge of Holloway on the ground that not- 
withstanding the return of Chiet Harrigan, 
in whose charge the petitioner was, the re- 
turnon its face showed that the man was 
being detained by the Chief of Police without 
any authority whatever. The return of the 
other simply stated that the prisoner was not 
in their charge at all. The attorney then 
read the warrant of the Governor, 
directed to the Sheriff or Mar- 
shal, and ordering constables and the 
police to assist the officers to whom it was 
directed in arresting Holloway. Then he 
read the return of Chief Harri- 
gan, stating that the defendant 
was lawfully in his custoagy by 
virtue of the warrant, andclaiming that as 
Holloway wasinthe position of a fugitive 
from justice in Alabama the court of Judge 
Fisher had no jurisdiction in the case. 

The return shows,’’ said Attorney Krum, 
**that the writ has never been executed by 
the omcers to whom it was directed, and 
has never gone into their hands. Those offi- 
cers have been wholly ignored, and the Po. 
lice Department has undertaken to carry out 
the writ without reference to them. 

BACK TO A CELL. 

The attorney was processes to carry out 
this technical line of argument, when Judge 
Fisher stopped him, seeing that there was 
likely to be a long debate.

LUMBER TARIFF. 

The Ways and Means Committee to-day 
heard a committee of the Lumber Men’s As- 
sociaticn in opposition tothe bill introduced 
by Representative Bryan of Nebraska placing 
lumber on the free list. 

©. W. Goodyear of Buffaio stated that the 
committee of whichhe wasa member, had 
been instructed to present to the 
committee some reasons why the 
present small duty on lumber 
shoulda not be removed. The lumber manu- 
facturing industry represented, he suid, an 
invested capital of about $750,000,000. The 
present price of lumber was extremety low, 
and in the present £ condition of 
trade the removal of the duty would 
be disastrous. Luchber, he asserted, was no 
a raw material, as some of the ad- 


vocates of the removal of the 
tariff claimed, The imported lumber 
was a manufactured article, the 


raw material being logs which were now ad- 
mitted free. He asked that the present duty 
be retained upon the manufactured article. 

Mr. Loud of Michigan followed in an 
argument against the Bryan bill or any 
reduction in the duty on lumber. He 
challenged the figures given by the Census 
Omce regarding the pay of lumbermen in the 
United States and spoke of the cheap labor of 
Canada and the poor condition of the 
lumbermén renerally. The tariff on 
cedar, he said, had given employment 
to thousands and created a market for this 
wood. Before this was done it could not be 
sold at any price that would pay for cutting. 

A number of questions put to Mr. Loud by 
members of the committee regarding the 
amount of timber cut and the price paid lum- 
bermen were answered by him, after which 
he concluded with an appeal for the retention 
of the present duty.

His Decision in St. Mary’s Parish Case 
Will Cost Him Something. 
Underlying the troubled surface of affairs 
in St. Mary’s Parishis a spirit of resignation 
and grim satisfaction which many 


rill not admit, but which is 
— ny nevertheless, from statements 
made by interested parties. For five years 
or more Father Faerber of St. Mary’s Parish 
and his parishoniers have been looking for an 
opportunity to move the church from its 
present quarters on Third and Gratiot streets 
to a more elegant ana refined neighborhood, 
One by one the parishioners have been 
driven from the neighborhood by the rail- 
roads and new factories, until at present the 
church is in the heart of a railroad and man- 
ufacturing center, and the congregation 
from a large representative gathering has 
dwindled down to a very small number. 
The parochial school has also suffered. The 
former parishoners who moved away will not 
send their children to the school, though 
they will and do pay the school 
fees. About two years ago Father 
Faerber and his friends expressed a desire to 
move, and consulted the Very Rev. Vicar- 
General Henry Muehlisiepen as to the pur- 
chase of half a block on Eighth street and 
Chouteau avenue, which could then have 
been bought for about $20,000 or less. 
Father Muehisiepen, it is said, hesitated 
and adviseda delay. The Lutherans stepped 
in during the parley and boughtthe ground 
ata bargain, Some were inclined to censure 
Father Muehisiepen for causing the delay. A 
year ago the parishioners picked out a large 
lot on Morrison avenue near Thirteenth 
street. belonging to Mr. Alexander McDonald, 
who on learning the church destred the prop- 
erty, advanced the price, knowing there was 
not in all the neighborhood a piece of ground 
so adapted tothe purpose. When again con- 
sulted Father Muenlslepen advised the pur- 
chase of the lot, and in July, 1891, the deal 
was closed by Father Faerber pur- 
chasing it for $24,000 and paying 
$8,000cash. He gave adeed of trust on the 
ground for $16,000, of which $8,000 is due in 
August of this year, and the remainder in 
August, 1893. St. Vincent de Paul’s parish 
heard of the scheme after the deal 
was made and protested so vehement- 
ly that Archbishop Kenrick withdrew his 
consent and told Father Faerber and his 
friends to go no farther. St. Vincent's con- 
gregation is composed of Germans and Irish 
and Irish-Americans, the Germans predom- 
inating two to one. St. Mary's Church, It io- 
cated on Morrison avenue, within the 
boundaries of- st. Vincent’s parish, 
would take from that church 
its German support and hence the decided 
objection. Archbishop Kenrick was firm. He 
would not allow St. Mary’s Church to locate 
on its newly bought property and told the 
parishioners to sell, but as the ground was 
bought at a price which cannot now be 
realized the sale would mean a loss of several 
thousand dollars to St. Mary's Parish. In 
this dilemma the parishioners appealed to 
the Propaganda of Rome ana Cardinal Ob- 
bons of New York has been appointed to hear 
the evidence and forward it to the powers at 
Rome. hie must act at once, as 
the next note for $5 00), with 
payable to Mr. McDonald in 
August and Father Faerber%s friends who sub- 
scribed the first $8,000 have intimated that 
they will pay no more until there is some 
settlement of the trouble. They are not 
greatly worried over the result of the inves- 
gation as they are confident that 
the Archbishop will be ordereg to 
relieve the parish ofthe property. He gave 
his consent to the purchase of the ground 
and location of the church, and not until the 
deal had been made did helssuean order 
telling the parishoiners to gonofarther. It 
— the general opinion that the 
Archbishop will be saddied with the 
property to dispose of it at the best price he 
can obtain, and then from the coffers of the 
diocese make good the deficit to Mr. McDon.- 
ald, a sum amounting to several thousand 
dollars. The many parishioners of St.Mary’s 
Church have small hopes of leaving the fac- 
tories and railroads for several years, and 
are quite sure the Archbishop will punish 
them for their action by withholding his con- 
sent toa removal from the present location 
as long as he lives.

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CURRY CAPTURED. 


A Man Arrested for a Safe Robbery at 
Mound City, Iu. 

John P. Curry, a young man who is given a 
bad reputation by federal officials, is in the 
City Jall. He was arrested in a saloon on 
Twenty-third and Morgan streets yesterday 
afte rnoon by Deputy United States Marshal 
Walter Atkinson after a short fight. Curry is 
wanted bythe United States authorities to 
answer to the charge of robbing the Post- 
office at Mound City, Il, on Nov. 28, 1889. 
During the night burglars broke into 
the Nttle store and stole $1,000in money and 
stamps. Theo. Hersenfeldt and Joe Bennett 
were arrested for the crime and found gullty. 
Bennett was sent to Jolietand a few months 
ago told' a fellow-prisoner named khuby 
that Jack Curry was inthe robbery. To gain 
favor Rhuby ‘‘squealed’’ to the keepers and 
the Post-office Inspectors were informed. They 
located Curry and the inspector put on the 
case became acquainted with him. Curry 
knew he was being watched and gave the 
officers many false clues. Having 
no evidence at the time they allowed Curr 
to remain at liberty. He learned that an of- 
ficer had gone to New Orleans to arrest sev. 
eral well-known crooks there on suspicion of 
having performed several expert safe jobs 
and, hurrying to New Orleans, he tried to 
warn the crooks and aid them in making 
their escape. In return for this favor, it is 
said, they gavehim away and the officers 
turned their attention to him. He left New 
Orleans and was tracked to St. Louls, where 
all trace of him was lost for about one month 
Yesterday afternoon an acquaintance. 
of Curry under a promise to aid the 
Government in capturing the man, 
sent word to the United States Marshal that 
Curry was in the saloon on Twenty-third and 
Morgan streets. Deputy Atkinson was sent 
out to arrest him, assisted by an inspector. 
Curry realized his positign the moment the 
officers stepped into thg room, and reached 
for his revolver. Th@ muzzies of two re- 
volvers were at his headin atwinkling, but 
he did not scare. He tried to back against 
the wall and prepare for a fight, and in doing 
so forgot the stove. He stumbled over it and 
fell. As he sprawled out onthe floor the of- 
ficers jumped upon him and soon had his 
hands bound in iron bracelets. They took 
him before United States Commissioner 
Crawford at once.

For Nearly Ninety Years Lucy Rideley 
Was a Slave. 

NEw YorK, March 3,—Inthe basement of a 
dingy-looking house, 758 Greenwich street, 
lies the body ofa very old colored woman. 
She died there Tuesday morning, aud they 
say that she was more than 117 years old. Her 
name was Lucy Rideley, and she was born on 
the plantation of James Doweney, near -Ox- 
ford, N. C., Dec. 17, 1774. For nearly ninety 
years she was a slave. When James Downey 
died long ago Dr. James Rideley bought the 
girl. He, too, lived near Oxford. Lucy mar- 
ried, and had children. Then war came and 
ruined the Rideleys. Then, said Rebecca, 
her granddaughter, “‘granny was left just 
like a po’ ole played out hoss to die in ther’ 
feld.“ But one of her sons-in-law took care 
of her for fourteen years, and when 
he died Rebecca brought her grandmother to 
New York. Lucy was a remarkably large 
and powerful woman in early ite, being 
nearly 6 feet tall and weighing about 200 
pounds, but she was greatly shrunken and 
withered during the last score of years. She 
was able, with assistance, to walk up the 
basement steps untila yoarago. Since last 
summer she had been unable to leave her 
rooms. Two weeks ago her speech and eye- 
sight, which had been fair to that time, 
failed her. Her mind, however, had been 
weak for a longtime. Four of her grand 
children are now living. Of the great grand- 
children thirteen are mu this city and twenty 
live in Tennessee, Georgia and Florida. The

THE WOMAN’S BOARD. 


One of the Members Has Something to Say 
About the State Commissioners. 

Mrs. Theresa Blannerhassett-Adams of the 
St. Louls Board of World's Fair Commission- 
ers for Missouri is very much exercised over 
the position taken by the masculine commis- 
sioners in denying to the ladies thus far any 
appropriation out of the $150,000 set aside by 
the State for its exhibit. Speaking of the 
matter to-day Mrs. Blannerhassett-Adams 


said: 

»The woman’s department of the World's 
Fair émbraces all of the twelve departments 
which constitute the classifications of the 
Columbian Exposition, making it possible 
for women to enter any one of these and 
place their work in competition with man’s; 
not a surprising fact when it is remembered 
that iu five countries of the world there are 
to-day 19,700,000 women engaged in industrial 
pursuits alone. So much for the existence of 
a department for woman’s work. In refer- 
ence to State work. Missouri has seven men 
and four women commissioners and a State 
appropriation of $150,000. At the December 
meeting of the commission the woman’s 
department (through the St. Louis 
World’s Fair Association, the only 
organized body for ‘woman’s work’ for the 
World’s Fair in the State), asked what per 
cent of the State fund would be given that 
department. The question not having been: 
answered the matter may be said to be still 
in abeyance. The commissioners also pub- 


lished their conviction that the present ap- 
propria tion of $150,000 Was totally inadequate 
for properly presenting the resources of the 
State. It has been said that somewhere 
‘there is the sum of $15,000 or 20,000 which 
would be devoted to giving the women a 
chance to show their ability, {f only they, the 
women, could teil definitely what they pro- 
osed tudo.’ To this remarkable statement 
wish to pay my respects. As has been ex- 
plained Congress and the Columbian Com- 
mission give the women ot all States the op- 
portunity to show their ability, but in Mis- 
sourithe Board of Lady Managers has no 
voice in the State exhibit, because that is the 
law, or rather the omission of the law, 
and so we must act under instructions. 
Now the commission has entire charge of 
this exhibit. That those gentlemen know 
how to present tite interests’ of the state 
cannot be questioned; the plans and specifi- 
cations for the State buliding have been 
issued under their supervision. I am sure 
there are not tem women in Missouri to-day 
who know the cost, size or anything con- 
nected with that State Duliding. How man- 
festiy absurd it would be to spend time and 
material for something unknown!
